The second annual meeting of the 


Covina Valley Fumigating Company

The report of the secretary-manager 


showed that the company fumigated 
1758 acres for members during the 1921 
season, or a total of 144,720 trees. Of 
this acreage, 85.74 > per cent was done 
with the cyanofumer, 6.07 per cent with 
pots, and 8.16 per cent with liquid gas. 
Of the liquid gas work, 57 per cent was

On the whole the work was success- 


ful, as no burning t omention was done. 
In most cases the work was done cheap- 
er foE the members of the company 
than that they had secured in the past 
and the scale kill, even before the cold 
snap, showed up well. 


H. M. Armitage, who has charge of 


the southern branch of the state insec- 
tary located at Whittier, addressed the 
meeting on biological control of scale 
insects. Ho spoke briefly of the work 
the insectary at Whittier had done with 
the aphycus in controlling black scale. 


E. S. Langford, county horticultural 


inspector for the Charter Oak and Glen- 
dora districts, reported that the scale 
conditions in his territory were the best 
he had seen for a number of years. He 
attributed this to the extremely cold 
weather, as well as to better fumigation 
during the past season.

Jake Poole and Ted Levin, who were 


billed as the semi-finals, put up a con- 
test that was satisfactory in every way 
from a fight standpoint to every one of 
the 750 spectators. It was the real fight 
of- the evening and went the four 
rounds. These boys had fought two 
draws on previous occasions before a 
Covina crowd. Poole put up the most 
aggressive fight of his life and in spite 
of the fact that he undoubtedly knew 
that he had lost the contest on points 
before the finish of the third round, he 
carried the fight to his opponent every 
moment during the fourth and took 
his defeat like a true sportsman. 


In the main event, Jimmie Brenton, 


the popular 118-pound Los Angeles 
fighter, .won a close decision over Paddy 
Mullen of Chicago, who was some 
pounds heavier than his opponent. Bren- 
tou won the contest by points in the 
first three' rounds, but Mullen had ail 
the best of it in the fourth round. Had 
the fight gone to a finish there would 
probably have been a different tale to 
tell. 
' Thad Warsaw, Covina's colored boy, 
and Charles Bowland of Puente were 
awarded a draw. Both men gave a fine 
example of footwork and shadow box- 
ing, which, however, did not meet with 
the approval of the fans. lit a previous 
contest Bowland had knocked the col- 
ored boy out, and both men on Wednes- 
day night seemed to be afraid to mix it.

Los Angeles was a slugging match from 
start to finish, Sabo going down to de- 
feat after severe punishment.

Friends and neighbors were shocked 


on Wednesday by the sad and tragic 
death of Miss Mary Geisinger, who com- 
mitted suicide by hanging herself in the 
barn adjoining the residence of H. H. 
Church, on North Citrus avenue, some 
time after 8 o'clock in the morning of 
that day. 


The deceased woman for nearly three 


years had been a housekeeper at the 
Church home. She was 61 years of age 
the morning of her death. Miss Geis- 
inger had been in ill-health for some 
three months, and 
much depressed, 


brooding over the thoughts of an opera- 
tion- which her physician had told her 
would be necessary before she could 
recover. 


Mr. Church was absent from home at 


the time of her death, discovering the 
body hanging from the rafters of the 
barn upon his return from Pasadena, 
where he had gone early in the morning. 
The woman had made her plans delib- 
erately, having taken the precaution to 
tie a piece of cloth around her neck to 
prevent the rope from disfiguring her. 
She tied the rope to the rafters of the 
barn and carefully adjusted the knot 
of the noose just below her ear before 
she-took the fatal step off of a wagon 
upon which she stood to tie the rope to 
the rafter. She utilized a half-inch rope 
which she had formerly used to cord 
her trunk. 


Acting under instructions of the cor- 


oner, the body was cut down and re- 
moved to the undertaking parlors of 
Ouster & Christiansen and a brief fun- 
eral service will probably be hold at 


the chapel tomorrow, when the remains 
will be cremated. 


Little is known of the woman's ante- 


cedants. Mr. Church states that she 
came from Warrington, Mo. It is be- 
lieved that she is alone in the world, 
without relatives. She was of a retir- 
ing disposition, but during Tier resi- 
dence at the Church home had made 
warm friends among the women of the 
neighborhood.

Anti-Frost Convention 


Keen interest in the frost prevention 


convention to be held here tomorrow 
has been manifested by the state de- 
partment 
of 
agriculture. 
Director 


Hecke of the department; F. W. Bead, 
chief of the bureau of standardiza'tion, 
and James P. Britt, deputy market di- 
rector, will be among the state officials 
who will attend the conference. H. J. 
Eyan, county commissioner of horticul- 
ture,- Eobert W. Hodgson of'the Los 
Angeles county farm bureau, and num- 
erous representatives of allied organiza- 
tions of citrus fruit growers and ship- 
pers have also announced intention of 
being present. 


A principal object of the meet is 


expected to be the exploitation of var- 
ious hitherto untried methods for the 
raising of temperature in the open 
above the freezing point, thus protect- 
ing the growing crops of orange and 
lemon orchardists against a repetition 
of last winter's losses. The inventors 
of the new air-heating processes will, it 
is stated, be present to demonstrate 
their inventions. 


In connection with the blow dealt to 


citrus fruit raisers of Southern Califor- 
nia by reason of the severe weather of 
the winter past, the statement is made 
by authorities of the state agricultural 
department, who have been keeping ac 
curate tab on the matter, that money 
returns tc the state, as a unit, upoi 
oranges and lemons shipped to outsidi 
markets, will be as great as if a con 
siderable percentage of the year's ship 
ments had not been wiped out by thi 
January frost. The reason of this L 
patent in the higher prices realizec 
from the sale of such fruit as survive 
untouched by the cold.

E D I T O R I A L 


Chasing The Frost Out 


[Los Angeles Examiner.] 


Those who fail to note the movement, inaugurated by the 


Covina chamber of commerce, to eliminate the danger of frost 
damage in the citrns orchards and to find some better agency 
than smudge pots for the purpose are missing developments of 
the highest importance to California, and especially to the south- 
ern section of the state. 


Florida is more frequently subject to these devastating visita- 


tions than California. But this last winter the citrus districts of 
the GTolclen State suffered the worse calamity in their history, 
not excepting the freeze of 1913. Because temperatures did not 
go quite so low in some sections as nine years ago, the full ex- 
tent of the damage was not apprehended fully at the time. 
Cold weather preceded the frost of 1913 and the trees were 
nearly dormant, while the opposite was the case this year, which 
accounts mainly for the difference. 


Also, there has been the interesting and important circum- 


stance that this great loss to our principal industry took place 
without any apparent disturbance of our business conditions 
and general prosperity. 
Los Angeles and Southern California 


.have grown too large and become too diversified in their activi- 
ties to be shaken as they were in 1913 by crop damage. And it 
is to be hoped that the same thing will prove true of the wealthy 
deciduous district farther north, which lost other millions re- 
cently through Jack Frost's machinations. 
This winter's experience finally has driven home the lesson 


that there are few actually frostless localities this side of the 
tropics. The possibility of recurrent freezes, every few or 
many years, must be reckoned with. It would be folly to ignore 
this fact. 


Orchards equipped adequately with smudge pots escaped 


with little loss where the heaters were lighted in time and 
properly attended. 
That smudging is reasonably effective as 


a frost fighter, where it is done in the right way, cannot be 
gainsaid. This has been well understood by growers, even those 
who did not have a single heater in their orchards. 


But smudging is apt to go wrong in the average orchard. 


It is expensive. And it is a great nuisance. Many orange 
growers prefer to take a chance rather than use the pots. There 
is an overwhelming demand for something better and cheaper. 
Until that something is found, many, orchards will remain .de- 
fenseless and even suffer, perhaps, irreparable damage: 


The ostrichlike policy of "Hush, don't talk about it," is 


worse than stupid. The frank exploitation of the actual situa- 
tion which was undertaken in the columns of the Examiner 
a few weeks ago met with the instant and hearty approval of 
the great citrus industry. Not only that, it apparently is bring- 
ing forth results of the highest importance under the manage- 
ment of the Covina chamber, which has assumed leadership of 
the movement to find a substitute for the smudge pots—a sub- 
stitute which will be within the financial reach of all growers 
and without objectionable features of the pots. 


It would be precipitate to say at this time that the remedy 


has been found beyond questioning. But the hopes of the grow- 
ers have been raised to a high point by revelations concerning 
the experiments with machines forcing air current through the 
orchards. Evidence that is convincing to many ofchardists has 
been presented by the inventors, and whether these air-propel- 
ling devices will justify or not all the claims in their behalf, 
great progress has been made, undeniably, in that direction, and 
frostless orchards may soon be the rule rather than the excep- 
tion. 


Covina has announced a big frostless convention for April 29, 


with a large attendance expected from all the citrus districts. 


Her wideawake chamber of commerce, because of its industry 


and intelligent action in this emergency, deserves the honor that 
will come to it with the solving of this great problem—one that 
involves the prosperity of other sections and of other states than 
this.

LOVED ALL FEATHERED FOLK 


Audubon'a Nams Immortal Because 


of His Splendid Work for Amer- 


ican Native Birds. 


John Jaruos Audubon, an American 


naturalist and bird lover, who did per- 
haps more than any other man to In- 
terest Americans in their native birds, 
was born In Meadville, La., of Fvench 
parents, 
In 1780. 
He 
studied 
In 


France. In 1798 he settled near Phil- 
adelphia, where he lived for 
ten 


years, devoting himself to the study 
of birds. Later he spent considerable 
time In the West, wandering through 
the woods In close touch with his 
feathered friends. 
In 1820 Audubon 


went to England, exhibiting his bird 
drawings, which he finally published 
In a work containing 435 colored 
plates of birds the size of life, entitled 
"The Birds of America." 
A copy of 


this complete work today Is worth a 
small fortune. 


On his return to America Audubon 


labored on an Illustrated work, "The 
Quadrupeds of America." 
Audubon 


never Instituted any movement for the 
preservation of birds, for In his day 
much of the country was wild, and 
It looked as though there were no 
danger of birds ever becoming extinct. 
It was his genuine love for the feath- 
ered folk that caused the Audubon 
society to be named for him. • 


The Audubon society has done much 


to prevent wanton destruction and to 
create a sentiment against the wear- 
ing of birds and feathers on millinery. 
It Is largely due to Audnbon societies 
throughout the country 
that large 


tracts of ground have been set apart 
as bird reservation* The national of- 
fice of the organization Is In New 
York city.

Visitor to Monogltan Yourt Has Many 


Important Rules of Conduct 


to Remember. 


A Mongolian yourt Is an umbrella- 


like framework of trelllswood cov- 
ered with thick felt which when new 
Is perfectly white, circular In form, 
having a dome-shaped roof, and Is 
about 14 to 18 feet In diameter, the 
door always facing south or south- 
west, and painted red. On arriving at 
a yourt on a Mongolian pony It Is 
very necessary to remember that your 
riding whip must be left outside, laid 
on the roof, before you enter. To take 
It, or any kind of stick, Into the house 
would not be regarded as a simple 
jrench of manners, such as taking 
your umbrella Into the drawing room 
when paying a call In this country, 
but amounts to an act of aggression. 


Aa'one enters the yourt one oaftnot 


help noticing that the floor Is covered 
with semicircular mats of very-thick 
white felt with bold applique designs 
In black, as a border. In the center 
of the building an Iron casket contains 
burning argol that flames brightly and 
sends up ascending smoke that es- 
capes through a' circular hole in the 
roof. 
One must be careful to select 


one of the lowly seats on the ground 
on the left of the fire till the Invita- 
tion Is given to "come up higher," 
which of course, will follow.
